A commitTtTes of the Cotton Exchange in 
New York has been investigating che charges 
ofa wholesale adulteration oi cotton with 
sand, and has come to the .onciusion that the 
alleged frauds have been greatly exaggerated. 
The American representatives in England 
seem to have accepted for their reports the 
ex-parte statements of the English brokers. 
Tue adulteration which has been discovered 
was not intentional, but incident to the han- 
dling of the cotton. The laws of most of the 
cotton States make frauds of this kind a 
misdemeanor and inflict heavy pénalties for 
the practice, and the New York Exchange 
has rules providing for the recovery of dam- 
ages in case of loss by adulteration. The 
cotton erop of 1880-81 was of a very low 
grade, and was sold ata correspondingly low 
price; the sandy cotton of the present year is 
graded and sold below the clean cotton, so 
that its quality is admitted and buyers are 
not cheated. One reason why there has 
been so much complaint in England is be- 
cause the English bought early in the season 
and are now working up largely from the 
old crop. It is thought, however, that the 
agitation of the subject will induce the plant- 
ers to adopt improved machinery and to ex- 
ercise greater care in the ginning and clean- 
ing of their cotton. a 


NEW YORK MERCANTILE PETITION FOR 
UNLIMITED CHINESE. 

The memorial recently presented to the 
United States Senate and published in Satur- 
day’s IRiBUNE, signed by certain persons in 
New York City engaged in the China trade 
as importers, and in the dry goods, the cot- 
ton, and the iron business, and also as bank- 
ers and insurance agents, praying that all 
manner of obstruction to the free and un- 
limited importation of cheap-labor Chinese be 
removed, is a literary as well as historical cu- 
riosity. This memorial states with singular 
want of harmony with truth (“ That any 
legislation which tends to obstruct and re- 
strict immigration from China is contrary 
to the National policy which has pre- 
vailed since the foundation of the 
Governmeut.” (2) “That it would bean 
unnecessary affront to a friendly nation, and 
that it would be decidedly prejudicial to the 
commercial interests of the country, in that 
it would greatly reduce if not absolutely de- 
stroy our growing commerce with China.” 
These merehants, bankers, and insurance 
brokers therefore ask that any legislation® 
restrictive upon Chinese immigration may 
be abandoned. That'the#e statements should 
be made in a formal and official paper by 
men of the commercial class to which these 
signers belong is another Illustration of the 
carelesness and indifference which generally 
mark the preparation as well as the signa- 
ture of such doc iments. 

This Republic, so far as there has been a 
National policy, has never invited, or encour- 
aged, or approved the peopling of this coun- 
try with any inhabitants from Asiatic coun- 
tries seeking these shores under the circum- 
stances which mark the coming hither of the 
Chinese. The searcher for this policy, which 
is said to have prevailed since the founda- 
tion of the Government, will seek in vain for 
any declaration of it in the Declaration of In- 
dependence orin the Constitution; on the 


contrary, both the Constitution and the Dee- : 


laration of Independence proceed upon the 
assumption that all foreigners migrating to 
this country shall come here for the purpose 
of assimilation, of becoming a part of our 
people, and as such shall become permanent 
citizens of the United States, renouncing ail 
other political obligations. The other per- 
sons, Africans for example, brought hither 
were from the beginning allowed admittance 
only for a limited time by the consent of the 
State, but after twenty years were forever to 
be excluded. 

That is the only National policy which has 
ever prevailed in this country. The admis 
sion of Mongolians as a servile race, for ser- 
vile purposes, and for selfish gain for a lim- 
ited number of years, was a temporary and 
most unfortunate concession made to the 
merchants, bankers, importers, insurance 
men, and shippers of that day, and that con- 
cession, brief as it was, has been the source 
of disgrace, bloodshed, and misfortune to the 
Republic, and the evil effects of which, costly 
as they have been, will not be removed for 
several generations yet to come. 

The American poiicy has been to open the 
doors not to criminals, nor to paupers, nor 
to serfs. It has been to admit to a home in 
this country every man fit and deserving to 
become a citizen; to admit all free men seek- 
ing to better their condition, and coming hither 
to cast their lot, socially, politically, and re- 
ligiously with the American people: to all 
men bringing hither their families, their 
means, their intelligence, their skill, and 
their industry, and placing these in the com- 
mon store, to become thereafter American 
citizens, leaving behind and forever abjuring 
all past political associations, and, as citizens 
of the American Republic, have no other 
home or country save this one. The immi- 
grants to whom the United States opened 
its doors and encouraged to migrate 
have been those who come here to stay, 
Dringing with them their wives and children, 
and perhaps their parents and brethren. 
They have come hither because this land has 
offered to them that personal freedom, that 
social, political, and industrial libertydenied 
them at home, and that prospective future 

for themselves and their families which is 
not to be found elsewhere. 

Now, how do the Chinese measure under 


this standard of American encouragement 
| ® foreign immigration? How far do they 


fill the bill of American requirements of 
alien immigrants? In the first place, the 
Chinese as a race are wholly aissimilar to 
the European race by which these States 
have been peopled and from which all the 
additions have receiyed. There is no 
similarity between the Chinese and the 
European races, and it is utterly hopeless to 
expect that the races can ever amalgamate, 

if there were any desire on the part of 
to do so. In all ages the rule has been 
to deny admission of unassimilable races as 

able and ineradicable

ing to his view, its government, its laws, its 
people, its institutions, and its civilization 
are perfect and complete; they offer to him 
an elysium not attainable elsewhere. He 
thinks that its learning and its enlightenment 
exceed all others, and, living or dead, the 
Chinese can ‘tol no home, or grave, or 
existence beyond the limits of China. The 
political, social, and religious systems of 
the United States are to him a-horrible bar- 
barism in which no Chmaman can become 
identified or adopt for an instant. He 
seeks no political or social affiliations with 
Americans; he has no purpose to cease be- 
ing a Chinaman and becoming an American; 
on the contrary, he surrenders himself to the 
Six Companies as a slave for a term of y 

the most sacred partof the contract 

that at the end of his term he shall be re- 
stored to his native land, and that even if 
dead his bones shall be carried back and laid 
with those of his ancestors, whom he wor- 
ships. He has but one motive in coming to 
this country, and that isavarice. , In this land 
of American barbarians he is told that he can 
find labor at high wages; that he can find 
employment for # period of years at large 
compensation measured by the Chinese wage 
standard; that he can accumulate enough 
money in a few years which in China will 
represent wealth; and for a term of years, 
bought and sold as a slave by the Six Com- 
panies, he endures the servile condition that 
at the end he may quit the barbarism of 
America and go back to his cherished China. 
He comes to America not to become an 
American, but to endure servitude for a 
term of years; he comes unémbarrassed by 
family; no wife or child attend him; these 
are left behind in China awaiting his_return 
with his acquired gold after his term of serv- 
ice, there in beloved China to enjoy it. 

The Chinese who enter this country come 
here to serve a term of years in servile labor; 
that is the sole purpose of their importation, 
and these New York bankers, merchants, 
and insurance men want their importation 
to be continued, that the land may be filled, 
not with immigrants, but with slaves—with 
the same servile labor that unfortunately was 
allowed to be brought into the country dur- 
ing the twenty years ending in 1808. They 
want these Chinese to be brought hither that 
the banker, the broker, the manufacturer, 
the miner, and the railroad-builder can pur- 
chase his workmen by the thousand, and 
can sell their labor or hire at his pleasure; 
and these selfish monopolists call the im- 
portation of this servile race free immigra- 


tion.“

A SCHEME TO BOB THE PEOPLE. 

Where will Congress find the authority for 
confiscating the property of the people of 
the whole country for the purpose of re- 
claiming or protecting the private lands 
along the Mississippi River ? 

That is the fundamental question underly- 
ing the Mississippi levees scheme. The ad- 
vocates of the project openly urge it upon 
the Government on the ground that a per- 
fected system of levees will add largely to 
the Value of the overflown lands. George, 
one of the Mississippi Senators, declare 
10,000,000 acres of the best land in the 
world“ would thus be added to the arable 
territory of the country, and that $50,000,000 
would bea low estimate of their increased 
value. Suppose all that to be true, does the 
fact furnish any reason why the people of 
the United States should pay $50,000,000 for 
an improvement which would put the 
same amount of money into the pock- 
ets of the private citizens who -own 
these lands? Sych a transaction would 
be merely a roundabout way of donating 
$50,000,000 of public money to the inhabitants 
of the Mississippi Valley. One Southern 
Senator, Mr. Morgan, had the courage to 
declare that “ the Government has no right 
to levy a specific tax upon the people of Alu- 
bama to protect the property of the Missis- 
sippi Valley.“ The same argument applies 
to the people of every other State in the 
Union. The Government has no money ex- 
cept that which it begs, borrows, or coerces 
from the people. The people of New Jersey 
will not bé able to understand how one of 
their Senators (MgPherson) can justify tax- 
ing them for the benefit of private landowners 
in a section of the country 2,000 miles away. 
The taxpayers of IIlinois may reply that 
there are waste lands in their own State to 
be reclaimed if they are to be taxed for any 
such purpose. The people everywhere, 
when they once thoroughly understand the 
matter, will dénounce as plain fobbery the 
proposition to tax them in order to enhance 
the value of private possessions, belonging to 
others. 

The pretense that the object in view is to | 
improve the navigation of the Mississippi 
River is almost abandoned by those who are 
pushing the levee scheme, There was never 
any sincerity in that argument. The em- 
bankments must be erected several miles 
apart if they are expected to protect the ad- 
joining lands from overflow in flood-time, for 
a volume of water ten times as large as that 
which ordinarily flows down the Mississippi 
cannot be compressed and heid within the. 
ordinary confines of that river. But in timé 
of low water high banks which are removed 
several miles from the channel of the river 
cannot possibly affect navigation one way or 
the other; and in time of flood there is 
water enough to float a fleet of the 
largest vessels ever built, If, then, 
there were a system of levees ex- 
tending the entire length of the Mississippi 
River and embracing all the inlets and 
estuaries of that stream, navigation would 
be no better and no worse than it is now in 
the different seasons. There would be no 
moregwater in time of drouth and no less 
water in time of flood, and there would be at 
no time any influence from the embankments 
four or five miles apart in making or pre- 
serving a navigable channel. The levee 
scheme has no claim upon the Government 
so far as the improvement of navigation 
goes, and the right to expend public money 
upon the Mississippi or any other river is 
limited to the demands of navigation. 

If there is to be the enormous profit to pri- 
vate owners by the reclamation of Mississippi 
bottom lands which is claimed by the ad vo- 
cates of the levee scheme, then why don’t 
the owners, or the States acting for them, pro- 
ceed with the work? The answer comes 
that they haven’t the money. The obvious 
rejoinder to this is that money is abundant 
and available at the lowest rate of interest 
ever known in this country for every sort of 
enterprise that promises a reasonable return. 
Then why can’t the people to be benefited 
borrow the money? There are two rea- 
sons. One is that the credit of South- 
ern States and communities is in bad 
odor; capitalists are afraid to trust any 
people whe do not regard repudiation as a 
disgrace, The other reason is that the levee 
project is experimental in its nature, and 
there is good reason to apprehend that the 
expenditure of the $50,000,000 or more which 
the complete embankment system would cost 
might fail to afford the advantage which is 
claimed for it. ‘These banks can only be 
constructed from the sand and silt which the 
waters of ages have washed down into the 
valley. They cannot be built of brick or 
stone, nor even from good solid clay soil. 
The banks which have been built heretofore 
| have given way before the rushing torrent of 


flood-waters. An embankment which cray- 


in 
along the Mississippi will permanently re- 
claim the alluvlal lands and protect them 
from overflow in the future. There is no 
prospect for the enormous enhancement in 
the value of these lands which is predicted 
so long as they shall be in danger of period- 
ical inundation. The scheme is not of a kind 
to attract capital That is the principal rea- 
son why the inhabitants of the Mississippi 
States cannot go on with the work them- 
} selves, But isn't it a huge piece of imperti- 
nence for those people, poder such circum- 
stances, to demand that tribute be levied 
upon the inhabitants of other sections to try 
an experiment for their private benefit? Shall 
capital and industry be taxed, and thus 
forced to contribute without hope of return, 
for an object in which capital and industry 
cannot be enlisted by the promise of profit? 
To do so will be to rob the people of a conti- 
nent to promote an experiment designed for 
the benefit of a comparatively small section.

BIRDS OF PREY IN WASHINGTON. 

The ready sympathy of a large portion of 
the population of Washington with every 
scheme to extract money from the Public 
Treasury has received fresh illustration dur- 
ing the present session. If the Washington 
newspapers represent local sentiment accu- 
rately, the residents at the Capital are unani- 
mously in favor of giving Capt. Eads $50,- 
000,000 for his ship-railway; subsidizing 
John Roach at the rate of $5,000,000 a 
year; reclaiming swamp-lands for Southern 
planters, and starting the work by an appro- 
priation of $15,000,000 for levees; completing 
tne worthless monitors; and generally of 
approving all the big jobs that are brought 
before Congress, 

Descending to smaller matters, it will be 
found that the Washington newspapers and 
most of their readers instinctively take sides 
with every claimant against the Government, 
and unite in the defehse of everybody ac- 
cused of defrauding the Government. To 
this day Boss Shepherd is a heroin Washing- 
ton. He beautified the city, paved and lighted 
the streets, and made the city magnificent, 
not only for its distances, but for all its ac- 
cessories. Itis true he charged two prices 
for the work and made the Government foot 
the bills, but these were eccentricities of con- 
duct which native Wastingtonians view 
with pride and admiration. Still later the 
star-route ring flourished at the Capital; the 
thieves were caught in the act, and dis- 
missed the service in disgrace. They are 
self-confessed, though not self-convicted. 
The moral and probable evidence of their 
guilt was overwhelming. Yet no newspaper 
in Washineton, and few of the people out- 
side of the official class, justify the prosecu- 
tion of these cases. The abuse which is 
heaped upon Bliss and all his assistants, who 
are simply performing an officia) duty in thé 
prosecution, by the local press, has no paral- 
lel in reputable journalism. 

Further instances of this disposition to 
view the Government as an object of com- 
mon plunder are afforded in the coments on 
the Hallett Kilbourne case. There are four 
dailies and five Sunday newspapers in 
Washington, and, with possibly one excep- 
tion, they all applauded the infamous verdict 
for $100,000; and Kilbourne himself is the 
publisher of the Administration organ, the 
Morning Republican. 

The allowances to the doctors that attended 
Gen. Garfield by the Congressional Auditing 
Committee are spoken of in the same spirit 
of glee and congratulation. Every rational 
man in Washington knows that these allow- 
ances are monstrous, ridiculous, and insult- 
ing to the sense of the country; that Bliss, 
who in the whole course of his lite never 
made $10,000 in a year, would be munificent- 
ly rewarded by that sum for his three 
months’ attendance; that the same or less 
would be mote than just to Hamilton and 
Agnew: that no nurse in the world's history 
ever was paid or ought to be paid $10,000 for 
three months’ work-—$100 per day—as it 
is proposed to pay Mrs. Susan Edson and 
Dr. Boynton each; that Barnes, instead 
of being promoted, ought to be court-mar- 
tialed for his misconduct in relation to the 
Soldiers’ Home; and that it is as easy to ex- 
cite scandal by a profligate use of the public 
money in this way as it would be to produce 
the same effect by denying the attendants a 
fair compensation. The report of the ma- 
jority of the House committee is an enor- 
mous blunder. It cannot be defended on the 
floor of the House or in the forum of public 
opinion. It will have to be abandoned, 
as so many other reports brought in 
by Keifer’s committees have been. Sensible 
Republicans will not agree to it. Yet this 
report, with all its folly, is placidly referred 
to by the Washington press as a monument 
to the wisdom and generosity of the com- 
mittee who made it. What farmer who 
deems himself happy to have made $25,000 
by a lifetimé of honest toil would look with 
patience on the pay ment of such a sum to a 
physician who, if he did not heip to kill the 
President, certainly was of no benefit to 
him? The only fault found with the com- 
mittee’s bill by the Washington press, how- 
ever, is that some engineers paid by the Gov- 
ernment, and employed in running the cool- 
ing apparatus, were not also made objects of 
public bounty. 

It is much to be feared that a large part of 
the population of Washington, exclusive of 
the better portion of the official class, has 
been pauperized by the Government. Hav- 
ing few of the responsibilities of local gov- 
ernment, not having the suffrage nor the in- 
cident burdens of fair taxation, the people, 
or a portion of them, look upon the Govern- 
ment as a providence, beneficent or other- 
wise in proportion as it will disburse the 
public money as mere largess and bounty. 
The city lives upon the Government 
in a double sense. Were there, no 
Government there would be no city; 
and, there being a city because — 
is a Government, the latter is expec 
to pay the expenses of it. Hence it happens 
that every bird of prey who takes his flight 
to the Capital finds a fellow-feeling in those 
about him, and there is a class of these of- 
ficial plunderers fast growing up who are 
already powerful enough in many Cases to 
influence the action of Congress. The ex- 
perience of the country may yet prove that a 
Capital removed from all associations of busi- 
ness, and not surrounded by people engaged 
in ordinary everyday pursuits that are not 
connected with politics, is far from being an 
unmixed blessing.

In their memorial to Congress for free 
trade in Mongolians the New York bankers, 
brokers, and merchants suggest that the ex- 
clusion of the Chinese cut-under laborers 
may offend the Chinese Government! With- 
out stopping to discuss whether this reason 
ought to influence the actionof our Govern- 
ment, it is enough to say that the Chinese 
Government has itself written in the treaty 
that the immigration of Chinese to this coun- 
try may be prohibited by the United States 
at any time. In fact, the Chinese Govern- 
ment does not désire that its people shall 
leave China, but would rather they shouid 
stay at home. It stipulates only that if the 
Chinese be allowed to come here they shall be 
treated with humanity while here. 

We have cited the laws in the Australian 
and other colonies of Great Britain for the 
exclusion of the Chinese, and have shown 


how much more rigorous they are than any- 
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N. Boe 
has ever as or shown 
have ever interfered with British trade 
China. Our trade with China is nearly 
on one side; we export but little, but import 
from China considerable, and send the money 
to London to pay for British goods sent to 
China. So long as England can sell cottons 
cheaper than we can, she will do the 
selling to China; 80 soon as we sell them 
cheaper to China than Great Britain can, 
we will have the trade, wholly irrespective 
of whether we admit cooliés ornot. Taken 
in any sense, as a historical or commercial 
statement, this memorial of these New York 
bankers, brokers, merchants, and insurance 
agents is discreditable to those whose names 
are attached to it. ‘

THE CHAMPION BOURBON ELECTION 
FRAUD. 

The coolest example of Bourbon frauds in 
the South which has yet been unearthed is 
to be found in the Fourth Alabama District. 
The factsin the case have been developed 
in the investigation of the contested election 
case of Smith against Shelley by the House 
Committee on Elections. The report of the 
committee shows that when the Bourbons 
gerrymandered the State eight years ago it 
was found impossible to make it solidly 
Democratic. They therefore took five 
counties which had an overwhelming ma- 
jority of colored voters, and made them into 
a “black district,” the rest of the State be- 
ing solidly Democratic, this district being 
conceded to the Republicans. The census 
shows that it contains 185,881 colored, and 
only 32,885 white persons. In 1874 it gavea 
Republican majority of 14,946 votes, and in 
1876 it gave Hayes 9,446 majority, and yet at 
the last election it was so mapipulated that 
Shelley, the Bourbon candidate for Congress, 
received the certiticate of election! 

Under such circumstances fraud is appar- 
ent on the very face. No sane person will 
contend thata Bourbon could be honestly 
elected in a district which was set off by it- 
self because 9 per cent of the voters were 
Republicans. The report of the committee 
shows how Shelley was made to appear 
elected. The County Supervisors, who were 
Bourbons, only placed one Republican in- 
spector in each precinct where there were 
the heaviest Republican majorities, and in 
every case seleeted some one who could 
neither read nor write, and who could not 
make out returns legally. The Democratic 
inspectors then refused to open the polls on 
the day of election, leaving that duty to the 
ignorant Republican inspector, who would 
be sure to make some error which would be 
a pretext for rejecting the ballot-box entirely. 

The report then sets forth individual cases. 
In one precinct of Dallas County a box was 
thrown out entirely containing 360 Republic- 
an and one Democratic vote. In another pre- 
cinct the ballots were counted, the returns 
made out, and the box given to the Sheriff, 
but when the box was opened by some hocus 
pocus no returns were found, and this box 
was thrown out with 384 Republican and 16 
Democratic votes. At a third precinct, where 
there were 320 Republicanand no Democratic 
votes, the same plan was adopted. At a 
fourth precinct the Bourbon supervisors 
failed to furnish a ballot-box, and the votes 
were put in acigar-box. The votes and cer- 
tified returns were handed to the Sheriff, but 
he refused to take them at all. This box con- 
tained 124 Republican and one Democratic 
vote. The boldness of these Bourbon scoun- 
drels js shown by the following operation 
which took place at Pintala precinct, 
Lowndes County: 


In this precinct the Democratic inspectors 
failed to open che pulls, and the evidence shows 
that polis were opened by the voters, and that 
one E. P. Holcombe, who kad been appointed by 
the County Supervisors as an inspector, ret used 
to act, although present. The election was quiet 
and orderly during the voting, but about the 
time the polls closed said Holcombe appeared in 
the room and claimed the box, and, Ray yom y the 
protest of the officers, took the box put itin 
a carpet-sack or satchel, in which he bad, in 
the opinion of y@ir committee, another baliot- 
box stuffed for the occasion, and which he, after 
disputing with the officers of the election for a 
time, took out and left instead of the one be had 
taken from the table; and it appears fully and 
conclusively that the box stolen by Holcombe 
contained 315 votes for Smith and 35 for Shelley, 
and the one substituted only 9 votes for Smith 
and the balance for Shelley. 

In some precincts no election at all was 
held, as there were no inspectors present; 
where they were held, boxes were either 
thrown out altogether or the returns were 
falsified. By these various devices the State 
election officers deprived Smith (Rep.) of 
4,857 votes and Shelley of 252 and gave the 
latter the certificate, although according to 
the returns made by the United States Su- 
pervisors Smith received 10,878 votes and 
Shelley 6,71, or a majority of over 4000 
votes. And Shelley has the audacity to ap- 
pear in Congress and claim his seat by 2,651 
majority, when the proof shows that 97 
per cent of the negro electors cast their 
votes for the Republican candidate. The 
Bourbons of the Fourth Alabama District 
ought to be presented with a banner as the 
champion bulidozers and baliot-box manipu- 
lators of the South. Tammany in its 
palmiest days néver operated on election re- 
turns with such cheék and skill. It will be 
a matter of some interest to see how many 
Democrats in Congress are willing to place 
themselves on record as indorsing this rep- 
resentative of fraud and corruption in his 
efforts to steal a seat when the committee

No Time for KRepublican Absenteeism 
or Bolting. 

It is reported from Springfield, and appar- 
ently correctly, that Mr. O. S. Cook, a Republic- 
an member of the House of Representatives 
from the South Side, does not intend to support 
the legislative apportionment bill adopted by 
the Republican caucus, and now before the Len- 
islature for its consideration.

in the State. Under the present scheme the 
population of the First District is 53,000, and of 
the Second 56,000. It this strip of the Fourth 


Ward is taken off of the First District its popu- 


lation would be 48,000, or less than that of any 
other district in the State, and that of the Second 
61,000. Iu order to avoid any tuen glaring discrep- 
ancy the Republican caucus ſusisted that these 
few blocks should remain part of thé First Dis- 
trict. Politically speaking, the action of the 
caucus was wise. The Fourth Ward hasa Re- 
publican majority of about 1,000, and can easily

THe death of Jesse James, the popular 
Missouri assasin, recails the fate of another 
equally desperate bandit.

But the 
buik of life is work and not play. 

Do you ask what pleasures, what amusements 
are proper aud best? I answer, the well-regu- 
lated life must be itsown judge. Onelikes horse- 
manship, another the gun, another some game, 
another some dance or the drama. One infliexi- 
bie rule should be to engage in nothing that is 
in itself wrong. That must rule out gambling 
from every game; it must rule out everything 
that vioiates or tends to violate the law of puri- 
ty, such as the improper drama and the impure 
dance. Another rule is that of moderation, or 
not to carry any torm ot pleasure to excess, or to 
allow it to become such a ruling passion as to 
interfere with the serious work of lte. And 
with these regulations young people and oider 
people too should feel a conscious freedom in 
their pleasures, and enter heartily into them, 
and biess God for them. .

DR. H. W. THOMAS. 


A Discourse to the Young. 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas preached yesterday 
morning to a large audience in the People’s 
Oburch. His discourse was addressed to the 
young, and it contained many valuable pre- 
bepts on the questions of amusement, business, 
frugality, and a moral life. The following is 
the sermon: 

Wherewith shall a young man cleanse his 
way? By taking beed thereto according to Thy 
porate. ciz., 9. “ 

The seasons ütiy symbolize the life of man. 
The spring is youth, the summer manhood, 
autumn is old age, and winter is death. What 
is sown in the spring grows through the sum- 
mer, and is gathered as the year goes on. And 
so in life; in the early years we piant and sow, 
in middle life we cultivate the fields, and in old 
age we reap the harvest. 

Go out in these spring days and look over the 
gardens and the fields, and only the bare ground 
is seen: but the seed has been sown, and that is 
what will appear as the season goes by. And so, 
if we look at life ut the age of 20 or 25, not much 
can be seen, but could we look deeper, and see 
the lessons that have been learned, and the prin- 
ciples, and the desires, and purposes that bave 
been formed, we should see in all these the seeds 
Or germs that are ready to come torth, and in 
most cages we could foretell what the harvest 
will be.

“The Betrayal of Jesus.” be 


The following sermon was preached last even- 


ing by the Rev. Dr. Lorimér before a large con- 


gregation in Immanuei Baptist Church: 

Have not | caeee you twelve, and one of 
you is a devil? -o, vi., 70. 

It is gremarkabie fact that several German 
writers have undertaken to whitewash and vin- 
dicate the character of Judas. De Quincey 
approves their endeavor, and if be would not 
have us exalt the traitor toa rank coequal with 
the beatified saints, he would have us reverse 
the judgment of history, and would have us in 
the main regard him as an excellent though 
erring individual. And I think it likely that we 
arein danger of judging historic personages 
either too leniently or too harshly, as our preju- 
dices and misconceptions may incline us; and 
that especially whea we criticise we are tempted 
to ignore the golden rule in a way we would not 
were the party concerned on hand to peak in 
his own behalf. The immorality of such con- 
duct is apparent. The dead have as clear a 
rignt to fair and generous treatment as the liv- 
ing. And if one who moved among men gen- 


erations since, or but yesterday lay down to 
Gusty death,” performed his work faithfully 
and nobly, it is only the littieness of the 
censorious and the cruelty of the uncharitable 
that would drag out of obscurity some trivial 
error of head or heart to tarnish the lustre of a 
name which is cherished in tne affections of the 
people. For instance, the recent uufriendiy 
criticisms of Gen. Garfield are contemptible. 
Even it warranted, what they allege will not 
seriously affect the estimate of posterity, and 
the only purpose they serve is to add another 
proof to that sad array of evidence, which needs 
no augmentation, that our earthly heroes are 
not divine. Arthur Helps, in one of his stimu- 
lating books, describes an imbrowned plain ia 
India where neither wood nor sheltering crag 
is ne He pictures a snake ＋— from under 
a Stofie, and then as summarily slain by a native 
ef the coymtry. He adds that a denizen of those 
regions Would look round the whole borizon for 
something to come. It does come. Slowly 
from a distant point there rises a hideous, un- 
gainly bird, the galiinazo, which, wheeling round 
in circles, swoops down upon the enake.“ His 
application of the illustration is as follows: 
nat is just to my mind what there is at pres- 

pulitics of the world. At 
moment, on the smallest cause 
‘ obscene bird’ is 
ready to sweep down upon the spot.“ 
This is unhappily too true. But to me it seems 
am only the most voracjous and prurient appe- 
tite would gorge itself on some now lifeiess evil, 
and by its violent attack invite attention to the 
one defect that disfigures the noble reputation 
of departed greatness. 

Wemay err, however, on the other side. We 
may take a Nero who murdered his own 
mother, ora Borgia Who made poisoning a fipe 
art, or a Henry who considered matrimor) a 
couvenience, or a Napoleon who took to war as 
u pastime, and we may by disingenuous presenta- 
tions of facts, by artful and coustrained inter- 
pretauions of events, and by a piausibie and 
pettitogging management of the case piace the 
expression of an angel on the face of a end. 
This may be charity to the dead but it is cruel- 
ty to the living. It is doing 1 * tban drawing 
the mantle ot oblivion over juiquity, it is the 
transformation of its leprous carcass into a 
boly thing. This is to @égrade the function of 
bistory, The annals ef the past are messengers 
to the present. But if taney attempt to make 
that right in a former age which we would con- 
dem in this, if they apologize for 
what we denounce, and if they 
eulogize vice, baving thinly disguised 
it in the robe of virtue, they had better fall 
dumb forever. They do not bear honest testi- 
mony: they confuse our morals and lower their 
tome. and render us indifferent to the judæment 
of posterity. For these reasons I deprecate the 
endeavors which have recently been made to 
restore tne fair fame of the apostolic pariah. 
What special pleading can do in the interests of 
such a cause that refined piece of literary jug- 
Elm which bears the name or Judas Iscariot as 
subject and that of De Quincey as author abun- 
dantiy and strikingly exhibits. Its Quixotic 
kuight errantry I shall not presume to review. 
it would de like measuring lances with the 
chivalrous geutlemau of La Maocha; even suc- 
oesstul refutagon or the arguments employed 
would hardly repay the labor. But their total 
inadequacy may be inferred from the fact that 
they do not satisfactorily dispose of such pus- 
sages as these which refer to the character in 

uestion: One of youisa devil”; Jesus knew 

rom the beginoing who should betray Him“; 
“Satan entered into bim; wo to that man by 
whom the Son of God is betrayed; good were it 
for that man if he bad never been born”; He 
went to his own place; And let bis babitation 
be desolate and let no man dwell therein; pas- 
sages which blacken with infamy the being to 
wbom they are applied, and render it impossible 
for tricks of criticism to reinstate bim in the 
good opinion of mankind. 

Hisvory is replete witn instances of base and 
sordid treachery. Ecnelwold cheats Edgar of 
Engiand out of bis bride, and Edgar, discovering 
tue pertidy, finds convenient, secret means for 
destroying Ethelwold, Pompey, escaping from 
Cesar. is murdered by the very power be ap- 
peals to for protection, one of bis own soldiers, 
Septimius being the first to raise the knife against 
him. Edward the Martyr is slain by a servant of 
his stepmother at her instigation, and while he 
is bending from his horse to receive the cup of 
hospitality from ber hand. By this means 
tyranny has frequently triumphed over liberty, 
and for agime wrong over rigat. By this means 
have thfones been usurped, Bishoprics and 
Popedoms been secured, and fortunes been 
amassed, and inheritances wou. We would be 
amazed, depressed, and overwhelmed could we 
realize how 3 treachery is in the every- 
day ite of the word. Man is continually 
selling his brother-man, and sometimes 
for less than thirty pieces of _ silver. 
Friends plot against each other, politicians 
trick each other, families prey upon each 
other, and almost everywhere we find the des- 
picable spirit which betrayed the Son of Man 
with a kiss. Although the enormity of Iscariot’s 
crime may never be approached—thuugt of that 
I am not certain—the frequency of its repetidon 
in one form or another, the distrust which it 
creates, the misery it diffuses, calls for such a 
study of its character as will arouse against it 
the moral indignation of society and serve to 
promote loyalty to friendship and faithful ness 
to obligations. With this end before me l speak 
tonight. 

The name of Jusus had n growing ip popu- 
larity, and it was impossibie to foresee | what 
portentous dimensions the movement which He 

epresented would grow. several of the Paari- 
reees had secretiy subscribed to the new opin- 
ions, and they seemed very rapidly to be leavea- 
ing society. Their aitimate effect on Judaism 
could not be doubtfai, and their possibie infiu- 
ence on the already “strained” political rela- 
tions between Rome and Jerusalem could not 
fail to excite grave apprehension. Narrow and 
short-sightéd views regarding religion and 
patriotism impelied the rulers among 
the Jews to costrive some means by 
which Jesus could be removed and His cause 
suppressed.

He seems to have been a 
ow, scheming, grasping soul, and to have never 
risen to the conveption of a motive higher than 
his selfish interests. Sincerely betievmg in 
Jesus as Messiah, and as sincerély believing that 
His Kingdom would in the long run assume an 
— form, and would minister to nis ag- 
grandizement, he compromised himself to their 
support. But it was doomed to disappointment. 
Christ assumed no worldly royalty, and attempts 
to establish a woridly throne were never ev 
hinted at. To Judas, who did not understand 
tue spiritual aspect of the new economy, it 
seemed that ali his pains would go for naught, 
and that if things continuedto drift as they 
were doing he would never see his dreams of 
personal social elevation realized. Under these 
circumetances he sets to work to plan a coup 
dedat,a stroke that would revolutionize the 
policy of Jesus, and foree Him to assert His 
regal dignity in terms that would savor less of 
heaven and more of earth. His mean, cunning 
nature doubtiess pictured himseif as holding 
high station in the new kingdom, perbaps pro- 
moted to the treasury at least holding important 

free access to the purse 
about this notabie 
scheme he determines to precipitate a conflict 
between the people now largely sympathizing 
with Jesus, and to place Jesusin such extreme 
peril as to compel him to bead what would in 
reality prove a political movement. and he con- 
ceived that both ends would be effected easily 
by betraying his Master to His enemies. The 
Master would resist, the peop:e would be roused, 
the Herodian dynasty would be overthrown 
revolution would prevail, and on its stormful 
waves he would ride to fame and fortune. If I 
am correctin these views, we are not to sup- 
pose because he struck for a larger stake than 
thirty pieces of silver, and did not contemplate 
she killing of Christ,that bis moral obliquity was 
any the less. He was moved by seiusu con- 
siderations just the same. To gratify his mer- 
cenary spirit be was will to jeopardize the 
safety of Christ, to imperil the lives of the 
disciples, and to curse his country with fra- 
ternal, or, rather, unfraternal strife. It was 
treason against the commands of his chief, 
against His wisbes and piaus; and it was treason 
against the aims and constitution of the Chris- 
tian Community, and in reality against the state 
as well; and ail for the purpose of satisfying his 
insatiable greed and his unhallowed ambition. 
Wherever this spirit is found no person and no 
interest are safe, and as we know how deep- 
rooted and widespread seifishness is, we ma 
judge how constant and grave is our peril. e 
cannot tell the moment when our lives, our 
fortunes, our reputation may appear to others 
in their way and may incite them to plot against 
our peace. Yea, and if this malignant senti- 
ment has sway in our oon hearts we cannot for 
an instant be sure that we will not ourselves, 
Esau-like, sell our birthright, or, David-like, 
put our Uriaù out of the way, and, Judas-like, 
with a Kiss betray our holy religion. 

The guilt of toe traitor is enhanced by the in- 
timacy ot the relation that existed between him 
and his victim.

„ett bere March 15 for a pleasure- trip to 
California,. and spent avout three weeks in 
that State, during which time I traveled all 
over the State and met people of every class, 
from the mechanics and laborers to the leading 
lawyers, merebants, and officials. When I went 
away my opinions in regard to the Chinese 


question were those of a good many men whOg p 


have never been ip California. I was opposed 
te Mr. James G. Biaine on account of his utter- 
ances on this subject, and thought that his dec- 
larations against the Chivese were dictated by a 
desire to capture the vote of the Gjates on the 
Pacitic Slope. 
MY TRIP HAS OPENED MY EYES. 
I thought before I made the journey to Califor- 
nia very differentiy to what I think now. Then 
I could not understand wig | a Chinaman 
should not be allowed to come bere the same as 
Bogiish, Irish, Scotch, Germans, Bohemians, 
and people of other nationalities, and I was 
opposed to any 1 — looking to the plac- 
ing of a limit on lmmigration. But 1 find me 
conditions to be entirely different to what | had 
supposed. Chinese come bere, not tu settle, 
to raise families, and to bulld up the country, 
but to make some money in a few years, during 
which time they keep entirely aloof from Amer- 
ican ideas and inetitutions, and then 
to return to China with what they 
bave made. Other immigrants come here 
as men and as soon as possible 
become citizens, but the Chinese are imported 
im floeks by the Six Companies, and are practi- 
cally slaves. They are brougnt in by batches of 
a thousand on each ship, and are’ owned body 
and sout by these Six Companies, whicb rent out 
their labor just ag they please. The Sheriff of 
the county in which San Francisco is situated 
assured me that Chinese women were imported 
in precisely the same manner, and were owned 
by the Six Companies exactiy as the male poolies 
were. There are but few women, it is true, 
but ali of them are of the lowest class, and are 
brought over for 4 of prostitu uon ooly. 
„Nos there is this to be said about the China- 
man: Personaily be is clean, but the places in 
which be berds with hundreds of his fellows are 
] talked with a num-

Saturday morn- 
ine Mr. Albert Fansen, a horse-deaier, who is a 
great traveler, and Mr. Eli Belisie, his com- 
— reported to Lieut. Shea that they had 
een robbed of $30 and $10 respectively ona 
Grand Trunk train while asleep just before 
reaching the city in the early miornifig, Mr. 
Belisie losing in addition to his money a ticket 
to Winnipeg. Of course as the robbing occurred 
while the gentiemen were asleep, they could 
furnish - 
NO DESCRIPTION OF THE THIEVES, 
but said that two suspicious-looking men had 
left the train at the corner of Archer avenue. 
Officers Mahoney and Valentine, furnished with 
a description of these men, made a search 
of the grogshops in the vicinity, and 
in one of them found “Mickey” Conley 
and Ed Hennessy, who answered the description, 
aud subsequent were identified as the pair 
who left the train. Both of them are known 
thieves, and were locked up pendine un investi- 
ation of their movements during the last few 
days. Conley had $108 in cash and, Hennessy 80 
and two watches, both of which are supposed to 
have been stolen. June of them is an open- 
Taced silver Swiss watch with a gold chain, and 
the other is a bunting-case gold Waltham, to 
which is attached a wold chain and charm en- 
graved with a square and compass.
